"One reason you can be sure that our speaker is here tonight is because without 
question the bird season is not open in any part of the United States, Canada, or 
Mexico.

"I recall distinctly two years ago after our 20-Year Dinner, I made the remark that 
I was glad the dinner was over because I had butterflies in my stomach to start the 
introduction of the guests.

MR. WOODS SPEAKS 
Mr. Kieweg, Mr. Wheeler, Dr. Alderton, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


"I can't tell you how much both Mrs. Woods and I appreciate the warm welcome and the 
many courtesies we have received today. It was not a new experience for me because 
I have been here before, but it was a new experience for her. 


"Both MARTHA SWANSON and MAYNARD WHEELER, in their usual, gracious, generous and 
lovely way, have said something - Martha in the Spirit, and Maynard on the platform 
here tonight - with reference to Mrs. Woods that I would like to correct. (I've 
been married to her thirty-two years so I ought to be able to correct something in 
that time.) But they both, in their generous way, referred to her as "The First 
Lady of Commercial Solvents" but having lived with her for thirty-two years, I know 
she is modest to a fault. Mrs. Woods docsn't think she is a First Lady of anything, 
except possibly my heart and our home. ¿nd that goes for me too. We're both 
just proud and happy to be members of this great team. 


"Time flies! This is my third appearance before the Twenty Year Club. It may be 
traditional to invite our Company’s president to speak on these annual occasions, 
but to tell you the truth, I am taking advantage of the tradition. I like to be 
wita you. 


"Every man I know who has the responsibilities of being the president of his company 
wants the opportunity to meet and talk with his associates that he doesn't see too 
often. I am no exception. This is a treat for me. 


"Two years ago, at this very time, I remember declaring to you that I was no prophet 
cf doom. The chemical business is no place for a pessimist. Our very business life 
is dependent on research, on improving old products and constantly introducing 
the new. It requires exploring the future, courage, and some 'chance taking.'! 


"On the other hand, we must be realistic. We should always consider scientific and 
economics facts, and we must never let over-optimism, false courage, and unsound 
economics lead us down the primrose path. 


"I want to take advantage of your hospitality tonight to tell you the facts about our 
business as I believe them and as I see them. 


"Those of you who read our annual report know that our Company had a fine, satisfac- 
tcry year in 1951 in spite of the fact that our tax bill was over two million dollars 
higher than in 1950. Most of our plants were in full production, more people were 
given employment than in any other year in cur history and, judging by my correspon- 
dence with stockholders, they were satisfied. We paid our shareholders a dividend, 
of $1.25 per share, and we retained about $1.00 per share of earnings in further im- 
provements and expansions. 
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"Further shewing our faith in our Company and in our country, we borrowed 25 million 
dollars for twenty years from five insurance companies. I might add that the in- 
surance companies have faith tco. We must pay interest on this loan at 3-3/4% per 
annum, and, beginning in 1957, we must start paying it off yearly in definite and 
agreed-upon amounts. Y 


"This borrowed capital is going into new ammonia and solid nitrogen capacity, into 
more methancl, and into the new dextran, or, as we call it, the new EXPANDEX plant, 
Ammonia and methanol have been cur best earners and we hope EXPANDEX will take its 
Place not only as a great boon to the melical profession but as a good money-maker 
as well. 


'But, about last November, business conditicns began to show softness. Danger signs 
began to appear not only in our business but in most businesses around the country. 
Some of the experts said it's just a seasonal or temporary slump. If they were right 
then it’s been a 'long season? as far as I'm concerned. It got worse in December 
and by January it was really bad. Buying had fallen off, prices dropped, and the 
great government spending, except in a few spots, failed to materialize. 


"Butyls which we were selling freely in 1951 at 28¢ per pound dropped almost over- 
night to 16¢ and became more difficult to sell. Alcohol sagged from 904 te 706 

per gallon,(574 -55 this week) and BHC fell cff tie roof - or maybe it was just plain 
pushed, The net result to us was the same in either case - price down and no demand. 


"But you have not heard my prize one, That's abcut penicillin. In that great drug, 
perhaps the greatest in medical histcry, it was not a price reduction but an industry 
price war - ne holds barred, a real battle with fang and claw showing. It was 
foolish in conception and without justification or sound reason, and it's not over 
yet. 


"It is the duty of private free enterprise to produce and sell at the lowest possible 
costs tc obtain reasonable'profits, and we stand for keen competition as the Ameri- 
can way to insure efficiency and progress. But price wars are ruinous to share- 
holders and employees. Price wars stop buying, shut down plants and cause unemploy- 
ment. They are usually the result of a lack of brains and unstable and uncontrolled 
emotions. 
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"But, if our competiters were listening tonight, I wculd say the same thing to them 
I am saying to you, and that is: When the smoke of battle clears away in this peni- 
cillin war, as it surely will, we will be there - maybe scarred and bruised - but 

we will still be in the penicillin business! I say that because I believe our 
research and production team has gotten cur costs of production down where we are 
among the best, and when we reach that point we fear no man, and competition, however 
foolish, will not ruin us. 


"Now everything isn't bad. I've honestly told you the worst. Let's turn to the 
more cheerful side. In the first place, our volume in February was better than 
in January and picked up still more in March and, we believe, again in April. Our 
sales forces in all the product divisions are driving hard for business, and even 
if there is ne great pickup in general business conditions, I believe we will more 
than held our own from here out. 
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"Believe me when I tell you that your management considers its first duty and respon- 
sibility to keep our plants running, make jcbs secure and earn a fair return fcr cur 
Shareholders. To de this, we need your help, your understanding of the problems 
and teamwerk across the beard. We must hold down our expenses, we'must produce 


efficiently and honestly and, as I said to you two years ago, we must be above the 
average.
